I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  period  from 
January  1,  1938,  and  of  the  Collector’s  accounts  for  the 
period  from  April  5,  1938,  to  December  7,  1938,  made  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  LlaWs. 
This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman 
B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir : 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  gen- 
eral  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  period  from 
January  1,  1938,  and  of  the  collector’s  accounts  for  the 
period  from  April  5,  1938  to  December  7,  1938,  and  report 
thereon  as  follows : 

The  records  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
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town,  0]’  ('omniitting  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and 
('lundved. 

The  ledger  accounts  kept  by  the  town  accountant 
'were  analyzed,  the  appropriations  and  transfers  being’ 
checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  town  meetings  and 
with  the  records  of  the  finance  committee.  Balance  sheets, 
Avhicli  are  a]'>])ended  to  this  rei)ort,  were  prepared  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  towji  on  December  7  and  31, 
1038. 

The  hooks  and  ai'connts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  cash  hook  additions  were  veri- 
tied,  and  the  recoi’ded  receijits  were  anal^v.ed  and  compared 
with  the  records  in  the  departments  niakin  pajnnents  to  the 
1i-easnrer.  The  ]myments  by  the  treasurer  wei'e  compared 
with  the  selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the  disburse¬ 
ment  of  tov.m  funds. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  Decemlnu*  7,  1038, 
was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by 
a  reconciliation  of  the  hank  balance  with  a  statement  furn¬ 
ished  h}^  the  hank  in  which  town  funds  ai-e  de])osited. 

The  recorded  i)ayments  on  account  of  maturing  debt 
and  interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  canceled  secuilties  on  file. 

The  savings  l)ank  hooks  and  securities  representing 
the  investments  of  the  various  trust  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  and  of  the  trustees  were  personally 
examined,  the  income  being  proved  and  the  transfers  to  the 
town  being  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  tithe 
account  were  com])ared  wdtli  the  collector’s  records,  and 
the  tax  titles  on  hand  wei*e  listed,  proved  and  checked  with 
the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  hooks  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  w/ere 
examined  and  checked.  The  taxes  and  assessments  out- 
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slaiidiiig-  at  the  time  of  the  jn’evioiis  examination  were  aud¬ 
ited  and  all  subsequent  commitments  Avere  added  and  rec¬ 
onciled  with  the  assessors’  Avarrants  for  their  collection. 
The  payments  to  the  treasurer  by  the  collector  AA^ere  checked 
to  the  treasurer’s  books,  the  abatements  as  recorded  AAmre 
compared  AAuth  the  records  of  abatements  granted  by  the 
assessors,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  AAmre  listed  and 
l>roA^ed. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  and  Avater  ac¬ 
counts  receivable  Avere  examined  and  checked.  The  re¬ 
corded  receipts  Avere  checked  Avith  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  the  abatements  as  recorded  Avere  compared  Avitli 
llie  records  in  the  departments  authorized  to  grant  abate¬ 
ments,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  Avere  listed. 

Verification  of  the  correctness  of  the  outstanding  tax, 
assessment,  departmental,  and  Avater  accounts  Avas  obtained 
by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  Avhose  names  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  books  as  oAAung  money  to  the  tOAvn,  the  replies 
reeeiA^ed  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are 
correct. 

Tlie  records  of  licenses  issued  bA"  the  toAvn  clerk  and 
the  health  department  Avere  examined  and  cheeked,  and  the 
]>ayments  to  the  State  and  the  toAAm  Avere  verified.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  board  of  selectmen  keep  a  record  of 
all  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  that  board  in  order  that 
income  from  this  source  may  be  properly  audited. 

The  surely  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  laAV  to 
furnish  them  Avere  examined  and  fond  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  accounts  mentioned,  the  records' 
of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  toAvn  or 
committing  bills  for  collection  Avere  examined  and  checked 
in  detail. 

Apiiended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheets,  are  tables  shoAAung  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s 
and  the  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment, 
tax  title,  dejiartmental,  and  Avater  acconnts,  as  Avell  as  tables 
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sliowiiiji'  llie  condition  and  transactions  of  tlie  various  trust 
funds.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich ; 

e  lierewith  submit  for  your  approval  our  annual 
report  of  the  Water  I)ei)artnient  of  Ilarwicli,  Massacliusetts, 
for  the  year  ending  December  iDst,  ID-hS. 

The  administration  of  the  Department  during  1938, 
tile  second  3"ear  of  operation,  has  been  carried  on  with  the 
same  personnel  as  in  1937,  namely:  Board  of  Water  Com¬ 
missioners — George  D.  Maxwell,  Chairman;  Walter  E.  Ca- 
hoon.  Secretary-  and  Thei’on  C.  Holmes.  Lewis  A.  AV.  Swett, 
iSuperintendent  and  Norwood  W.  Bee,  Clerk  &  Collector. 

Again,  we  are  pleased  to  report  the  required  pressure 
has  been  maintained  throughout  the  3"ear  with  no  breaks  or 
leaks  in  the  water  mains.  A  few  minor  casualties  have  oc¬ 
curred  such  as  frozen  services,  meter  repairs,  etc.  which 

have  been  quick!}"  remedied  without  interruption  of  service. 

/ 

AYe  Avere  ver}^  fortunate  to  escape  the  fuiy  of  the 
hurricane  of  September  21st.  Our  pumping  equipment  is 
designed  and  arraiiged  so  that  we  are  able  to  pump  water 
without  the  aid  of  electric  service.  This  setup  proved  its 
value  during  the  stoimi  as  water  was  being  pumped  during 
the  interrupted  electric  service. 

Samples  taken  from  our  water  suppl}"  and  submitted 
at  regular  intervals  throughout  the  year  to  the  State  De- 
])artnient  of  Public  Health  for  tests,  continue  to  show  the 
all  around  excellence  of  our  water  sup})!}"  as  manifested  b\" 
the  inonthl}"  reports  from  the  State  showing  high  qaulity 
and  proper  ingredients,  freedom  from  contamination  and 
no  treatment  of  the  water  found  necessai*}"  to  date. 

Considering  we  are  onl}-  in  our  second  j^ear  of  exist¬ 
ence,  the  3^ear  1938  has  been  unusuall}"  active  in  new  con- 
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struetion  and  installation  of  services  and  the  records 
('ate  we  have  had  a  most  successful  year.

EXTENSIOXS 

The  Oak  St. -Park  St. -Pleasant  Lake  Ave.  looj)  was 
coni})leted  by  layinji'  a  6  inch  pipe  from  the  dead  end  oii 
Park  St.  to  Pleasant  Lake  Ave.  thence  alon<^  Pleasant  Lake 
Ave.  and  eonneeting  to  the  P)  inch  main  on  iMaiu  Sfreet  at 
the  Exchan^'e  Buildin<^^ 

The  8  inch  main  on  State  Road  in  South  Harwich, 
which  terminated  just  west  of  the  barrel  factory,  was  ex¬ 
tended  along  State  Road  to  the  residence  of  Otto  Becker. 

Both  of  these  exteiisions  were  done  with  AV.  P.  A. 
labor  in  conjunction  with  the  Water  Department  labor. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  in  February,  19.38,  the  Water 
Department  was  allotted  -fipOO.  to  be  used  for  extending 
mains  to  reach  new  customers  without  the  necessitv  of  call- 

t 

ing  a  special  Town  Meeting  for  this  i)urpose.  Dui'ing  the 
year  the  Department  made  three  such  extensions,  namely: 
2  inch  main  on  Wyndemere  Ave.;  extending  from  State 
Road  to  the  Campbell  residence. 

8  inch  main  on  Sisson  Road  extending  1o  the  house 
owned  by  Charles  Allen. 

2  inch  main  on  Depot  Road,  So.  Harwich,  extending  to 
the  residence  of  Albert  Hardacker. 

The  income  from  each  extension  is  at  least  6^  of 
the  total  investment  of  the  extension. 

ELEVATED  TANK 

In  accordance  with  their  agreement  to  repaint  por- 
tio]is  of  the  Elevated  Tank  which  had  not  stood  uj)  well,  the 
Chicago  Bridge  &  Iron  AVorks  repainted  these  portions  at 
their  own  expense.  At  the  time  this  work  was  being  done 
it  was  considered  advisable  to  do  the  remaining  ])ortions  of 
the  tank  so  that  the  complete  surface  would  have  a  uew  coat 
of  paint  and  the  entire  structure  would  he  harmonious  in 
appearance.  This  extra  work  cost  the  town  $175.00 
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SERVICES 

Due  to  the  two  major  extensions  and  the  several  em- 
er^'eney  service  extensions  to  the  system  along  with  tlie 
failure  or  breakdown  of  numerous  private  water  pumping 
units,  the  Department  has  installed  58  new  services  during 
the  year.  The  water  takers  have  also  materially  increased 
from  a  1937  maximum  of  136  takers  in  comparison  to  237 
takers  as  a  maximum  during  1938.

FOR  THE  SCHOOL  YEAR  1938 


The  ])rooTess  and  activities  of  the  schools  are  care¬ 
fully  covei-ed  in  the  following  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools.  We  will^  however,  outline  briefly  some  of  the 
things  that  have  been  done. 


itli  the  introduction  of  new  departments  in  our 
High  School  we  have  had  many  problems  to  consider.  This 
year  we  have  completed  equiping  the  Home  Economics  de- 
])artment.  This  department  is  now  in  full  operation  and 
has  proven  very  beneficial  in  its  instruction.  Much  equip¬ 
ment  has  been  purchased  for  the  Gymnasium  and  Shop.  We 
were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  our  Shop  Instruc¬ 
tor,  Mr.  Harry  Kanis.  He  has  proven  very  satisfactory. 

We  are  considering  improvement  of  the  grounds 
surrounding  our  new  High  School  during  the  coming  year. 

The  North  Harwich  school  has  been  modernized  with 
the  installation  of  heating  and  plumbing.  This  was  greatly 
needed  and  is  certainlj^  a]ipreciated  by  the  children  attend¬ 
ing  school  there. 

Contract  for  the  transportation  of  school  children 
expired  in  June  and  we  were  very  fortunate  in  renewing  the 
contract  at  the  same  figure  considering  the  fact  that  new 
modern  buses  were  purchased  this  year. 

We  feel  that  the  schools  under  our  Superintendent, 
Principal  and  efficient  Corp  of  Teachers  have  accomplished 
a  great  deal  during  1938. 

In  closing  we  extend  our  thanks  to  those  who  have 
helped  to  make  oiir  schools  a  success  during  the  year'.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  tlio  S('li()()l  ('oiiiinittee  of  llarwioli: 

IMie  followinji,'  (constitutes  luy  I'eport  of  the  llaruieii 
S('hools  for  tlie  year  lOocS. 

]n  til  is  report  you  will  find  sections  from  reports  sub¬ 
mitted  to  me  by  the  Principal  of  the  High  School,  the  Sup¬ 
ervisors  of  l\[usi('  and  Art,  the  School  Physicians,  the 
School  Nurse  and  the  Suiiervisor  of  Attendance.  There  ai*e 
also  included  the  various  statistical  tables  and  information 
which  w(*  have  been  accustomed  to  report  in  that  manner. 

NORTH  HARWICH 

During  last  summer  vac'ation  the  building  at  North 
Harwich  Avas  completely  rcmovated  inside.  A  new  heating 
l)lant  was  installed,  imnning  Avater  and  inside  ])lumbing, 
heating  and  ventilating  systems  Averc  provided.  Boys’  and 
Girls’  toilets  A\dth  running  Avater  and  Avash  basins  have  been 
built  in  the  s])aee  formei-ly  occui)ied  by  the  loAver  and  uj)- 
])er  corridors.  A  ncAV  central  front  entrance  Avith.  staii*’s 
leading  to  the  second  floor  and  liasement  im])roves  the  out¬ 
side  api)earance  as  Avell  as  the  inside  of  the  building.  All 
floors  Avere  sanded  and  finished,  the  interior  Avas  redecorat¬ 
ed  throughout  and  steel  lockers  for  i)ui)ils’  use  Avere  built 
into  the  inside  Avails  of  the  class-rooms. 

This  old  building  has  thus  been  converted  into  a 
modern  school  ])lant  and  one  Avhich  may  he  considered  A'ery 
satisfactory  for  use  of  the  first  six  grades. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  to  note  that  an' 
active  organization  of  the  Alumni  of  the  High  School  Avas 
started  during  the  first  commencement  period  at  the  ncAV 
huiilding.  An  active  alumni  association  can  contribute 
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mnch  to  tlie  dio-nity  of  an  institution  like  this.  It  is  wed 
for  a  student  body  to  be  aware  of  tlie  traditions  established 
duiing  earlier  3"ears  and  to  feel  conscious  of  the  influence 


the  school  may  have  had  in  helping*  others  to  live  lives  of 
iisefulness  wherever  they  may  be.  The  school  would  also  be 
ha])p}  if  it  might  be  an  agency  whereby  old  friends  are  re¬ 
united  and  new  acquaintances  made.  The  activities  of  the 


ju’esident,  Mrs.  Mary  Stanford  and  the  Secretary,  Mr.  John 
II.  Paine  have  been  largelj^  resiionsible  for  the  calling  to¬ 
gether  of  this  fine  bod}"  of  people  in  the  halls  of  their  old 
Alma  Mater. 


The  new  High  School  is  beginning  to  get  its  stride. 
Ihere  are  ahead  many  things  whicli  we  anticipate  may  and 
vdll  be  done  to  improve  it.  After  one  and  a  half  years  hi 
the  new  building,  wc  are  glad  to  render  a  report  which 
might  easih"  seem  to  be  that  of  an  entirely  different  school 
than  was  reported  two  years  ago.  It  is  to  be  expected  that 
new  interest  and  increased  loyalty  to  higher  aims  and  ideals 
will  continue  to  be  developed. 

According  to  Mr.  Morris :  Three  years  ago  when  the 
enrolment  in  the  High  School  reached  215  and  had  main¬ 
tained  that  figure  for  two  years,  we  thought  that  the  peak 
had  been  reached.  The  number  of  pupils  last  year  was  20f). 
However,  the  enrolment  for  this  school  year  has  shown  an 
unprecedented  rise  as  indicated  on  TABULAR  STATE¬ 
MENT  OF  MEMBERSHIP  BY  GRADES  AS  OF  OCTOBER 
I  for  YEARS  3928-1938  also  MEMBERSHIP  BY  SCHOOLS 
October  1,  1938. 

As  the  grades  get  higher,  the  number  of  pupils  gets 
fewer.  The  question  is :  How  many  pupils  entered  the 
school  in  these  classes? 

In  June  1939,  we  expect  to  graduate  a  class  number¬ 
ing  27.  In  the  seventh  grade,  there  were  59  in  this  class. 
Last  year  we  graduated  26 ;  there  were  39  in  the  beginning. 
In  1937,  21  graduated  from  a  start  of  51.  In  1936,  33  com¬ 
pleted  the  course  out  of  34  beginning. 
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for  cl  tunc  coiisidci'citioii  of  tliosc  ^\llO  do 
g-radiiate,  let  us  turn  our  attention  to  those  who  do  not 
^■raduate  and  ask  tliis  (juestion  :  Has  the  public  school  in 
Harwich  done  all  in  its  power  to  prepare  these  boys  and 
oirls  to  be  worthy  citizens,  to  train  their  minds  in  the  fund¬ 
amentals  of  livin<>‘  and  their  hands  in  useful  skills  foi  the 
earning-  of  a  livelihood.  The  conditions  of  the  above  ipies- 
tion  seem  to  he  the  jirimary  ])urposes  of  a  ])ul)lic  school. 


The  town  should  he  aware  that  the  school  is  really 
doin^‘  somethin^'  definite  and  specific  to  meet  this  challenge. 
If  you  recall  the  listiuo-  of  the  facilities  of  the  new  buildin;*', 
too-ether  with  an  account  of  its  heo-innin^'s,  in  the  report  of 


a  year  a^’o,  you  will  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  present 
])rooTam  is  a  practical  one  with  previously  stated  aims  as 
its  ^‘oal. 


A  useful  citiziMi  should  Ix'  a  healthy  citizmi,  both  in 
mind  and  body.  The  procedure  in  Health  and  Idiysical  Ed¬ 
ucation  is  based  on  the  finding’s  of  the  health  examinations 
^iven  at  the  beji'inniu^'  of  the  sidiool  year.  Th(‘  actual  physi¬ 
cal  condition  of  the  child  is  noted.  Instruction  in  idiysiol- 
on-y  is  given  in  order  that  the  i)upil  may  understand  cause 
and  effect.  Then,  exercises  and  games  of  a  corrective  na¬ 
ture,  if  any  are  needed,  ai'e  conducted  under  the  leader.ship 
of  a  trained  instructor.  The  school  physicians  have  in¬ 
formed  us  that  the  general  health  of  the  iiupils  is  more  sat- 
isfactoiy  than  has  been  the  case. 


The  Science  (dasses  are  less  theoretical  and  more 
practical.  The  pu])il  is  taught  to  understand  the  natural 
jdienomena  about  him.  He  is  taught  to  use  and  repair  the’ 
common  devices  found  in  his  usual  ex})eriences.  He  is 
guided  in  his  thinking  so  that  he  will  thru  his  own  efforts 
he  able  to  solve  more  satisfactorily  many  of  the  perplexi¬ 
ties  he  will  meet. 


The  Commercial  Department  is  ])ractical.  If  the 
work  is  mastered,  the  pupil  sluudd  be  able  to  keei)  books,  to 
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do  raiiid  stenography  and  accurate  typing.  Tlie.se  are  ,sal- 
dble  skills  aiul  desirable  ones. 

In  llie  irousehold  Arts  Department  we  are  followino* 
an  expandino-  course  of  study,  much  more  comi3reliensive 
than  the  usual  cookino-  and  sewino'.  We  expect  it  to  be  of 
such  a  nature  that  the  mastery  of  all  or  any  part  of  it  will 
be  of  considerable  benefit  to  the  pupil.  The  work  beino- 
done  is  very  commendable.  Interest  in  achievement  is  high. 
Many  of  the  giils  are  doing  a  high  grade  of  work  and  en¬ 
joying  it  fully. 

The  achievement  in  the  General  Shop  Work  is  ful- 
lilling  our  ex]3ectations.  A\  e  understand  that  every  boy  in 
the  de])artment  has  or  soon  will  have  actual  experience  in 
carrying  on  projects  which  involve  skill  in  manipulating 
all  of  the  power  tools  as  well  as  the  hand  tooys,  iiot  alone 
with  wood,  but  also  with  metals  both  hot  and  cold,  electrical 
devices,  painting  and  cement  mixing.  Projects  now  under¬ 
way  range  anywhere  from  the  repairing  of  a  two-inch  toy 
to  the  construction  of  a  twenty-one  foot  sailboat.  We  feel 
that  the  boys  getting  this  constructive  training  will  become 
more  useful  members  of  societv.

The  other  departments  of  the  school  are  carrvinn''  on 
their  usual  good  work. 

Mr.  Morris  expressed  his  pleasure  in  having  such  a 
competent  and  cooi)erative  staff  of  trained  men  and  women 
assist  him  who  are  exerting  every  effort  to  be  of  greater 
service  to  the  children  of  Harwich.  He  also  expresses  his 
thanks  to  IMr.  Edwin  M.  Suri)rise  for  the  many  useful  gifts 
which  he  has  ])i'esented  to  the  school. 

Grateful  aj)preciation  is  also  expressed  to  Mrs.  Edwin 
K.  Bearse  for  the  gift  of  a  complete  set  of  taps  and  dies  and 
a  set  of  carving  tools  in  token  of  the  interest  of  her  late 
husband  in  the  development  of  the  shop  work  in  the  New 
High  School.

ART 

iSince  September  11),  the  work  in  Art  has  been  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Beidali  S.  llowei's  who  is  a  teac^her  of 
wide  experience  and  tlioro  edncation.  Interest  has  develo})-. 
ed  strong'ly  during*  her  short  term  of  service.  She  reports 
a  g’ood  foundation  of  drawing-  as  havinjx  been  laid  in  the 
first  six  «*rades.  There  is  need,  however,  for  fnrtlier  a'd- 
'\ancement  in  woi'k  above  the  sixth  ^‘rade.  We  find  interest 
among  the  High  School  ])npils  but  thus  far  time  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  space  for  the  work  have  not  been  worked  out  in 
sufficient  detail  to  secure  best  results. 

Hraft  work  other  than  drawing  snch  as  |)ainting, 
carving,  monlding,  design  and  lettering  might  well  be  added 
to  the  work  of  this  department.  As  a  source  of  future 
revenue,  as  guidance  in  choosing  a  field  for  further  study 
(»r  as  a  source  of  personal  enjoyment,  this  work  i)resents 
great  possibilities. 

VOCAL  MUSIC 

This  dei)artnient  has  also  had  a  change  in  leadershi]). 
Miss  Charlotte  Patch  carried  the  work  for  a  ])eriod  of  seven 
years  during  which  time  marked  improvement  in  interest 
and  achievement  was  seen.  Since  the  opening  of  school  in 
Sei)tember,  the  vocal  music  has  been  conducted  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Iris  Kelman. 

Miss  Kelman  divides  her  primary  music  into  three 
activities;  singing,  listening,  and  rhythms,  such  as  walking, 
running,  marching,  etc.  Note  reading  is  introduced  in  sec¬ 
ond  grade  and  continued  through  succeeding  grades  till 
during  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  the  pupil  is  expected  to 
read  the  syllables  of  songs  he  sings.  Two  part  songs  are 
introduced  in  fourth  grade  and  the  three  part  songs  in  the 
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I'iftlr  and  sixtli  o-rades. 
stressed. 


Tone,  time  and  theory  are

Ii<xpi ession,  tone,  mood,  ap})reciation  and  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  sounds  of  different  instruments  are  taught  by 
nse  of  records. 


Part  singing  is  further  taught  in  Junior  High  School. 
History  of  the  development  of  American  music  is  a  part  of 
the  work  of  these  grades. 


In  the  Senior  High  School  chorus  the  three  and  four' 
l)art  music  constitutes  a  major  ])art  of  their  work.  Emphasis 
is  placed  in  teaching  love  of  music  rather  than  mnsicj  alone. 
Success  depends  n])on  individual  response  and  cooperation. 


INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

Mr.  Na  ssi  reports :  The  people  of  this  district  have 
been  very  generous  in  their  financial  support.  Their  moral 
support  is  even  more  needed  in  furthering  the  interest  of 
music.  There  is  a  great  danger  in  the  fact  that  people  come 
to  take  certain  activities  for  granted.  As  a  result,  what¬ 
ever  has  been  built  u])  thru  years  of  effort  may  be  destroyed 
thru  the  indifference  of  the  [)eople. 


During  the  i)ast  two  ^^ears,  I  have  been  interested  not 
only  in  promoting  a  group  organization  such  as  an  orches¬ 
tra  or  band,  but  I  have  been  influencing  a  more  generous 
nse  of  small  ensembles  such  as  instrumental  and  vocal  trios, 
quartets,  quintets,  etc.  It  is  advisable  that  such  groups 
should  be  encouraged  because  of  the  small  number  of  people 
involved.  They  can  get  together  more  easil}^  They  can 
assemble  at  the  homes  of  the  various  pla^^ers.  An  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  musical  culture  of  other  races  reveals  the  vital 
place  which  this  type  of  music  had  in  the  development  of 
the  peoi:)le  of  those  countries.  The  Musique  de  Chambre  in 
Prance,  the  Ilaiis  Mnsick  of  Germany  and  the  Chamber 
Music  of  England  have  done  much  towards  the  development 
of  culture.  The  wealth  of  music  of  this  period  which  exists 
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l)roves  the  interest  of  the  people  as  well  as  of  the 
masters  in  this  field. 

I  have  been  trjdng  to  encourage  this  type  of  ensemble 
not  only  on  Cape  Cod  but  also  in  the  New  England  States 
through  the  New  England  Supervisors  Confeiences  and 
ni}"  position  as  Chairman  of  the  Solo  and  Ensemble  Com¬ 
mittee  of  this  organization  has  helped  me  very  much  in 
furthering  this  cause. 

My  aim  is  not  only  to  help  develop  those  who  have 
unusual  talent  but  also  to  help  the  average  child  as  much 
as  his  talents  will  permit. 

I  am  again  expressing  the  wish  that  our  principals 
would  be  able  to  arrange  their  school  programmes  in  such 
a  way  that  the  schools  woidd  avail  themselves  of  the  op- 
jmrtunity  of  listening  to  the  Damrosch  Concerts.  ihere 
are  many  schools  Avhich  have  a  great  many  more  curricular 
activities  than  we  have  and  find  it  worthwhile  to  give  a 
lialf  hour  each  week  to  listen  to  these  concerts.  IMost  of 
our  schools  have  good  assembly  halls  and  radios.  I  hope 
that  our  i)rincipals  will  realize  the  tremendous  value  of 
these  concerts  and  arrange  for  the  pupils  to  listen  to  them. 

The  musical  organizations  of  the  schools  are  many. 
They  not  only  serve  their  communities  with  such  activities 
as  their  annual  concerts  and  by  joining  together  to  form  the 
]\Ionomausett  Orchestra  and  the  Lower  Cape  School  Sym- 
phiony  Orchestra,  but  they  also  participate  in  many  state 
and  New  England  Festivals. 

The  Ca])e  Cod  fJnnior  Community  Band  also  does  a 
great  deal  towards  giving  the  pupils  and  public  a  real 
service.

ATTENDANCE  AND  CENSUS 

Since  September  the  work  of  this  department  has 
been  in  charge  of  Mr.  Victor  S.  Ryder  Avho  succeeds  Mr. 
John  T.  Wood  as  Supervisor  of  Attendance. 

Mr.  Wood  rendered  most  excellent  and  faithful  ser¬ 
vice  and  we  Avere  sorry  indeed  that  he  Avas  unable  to  con¬ 
tinue.  Mr.  Ryder  lias  taken  up  the  Avork  and  is  shoAAdno’ 
excellent  results.  He  savs  : 

• 

In  rendering  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Attendance, 
I  AAusli  to  say  that  during  the  month  of  October  a  Census 
Avas  taken  of  all  children  in  the  toAvn  betAveen  the  ag'es  of 
hAU"  and  tAventy-one.  I  find  in  many  of  my  iiiA^estigations 
that  ])oor  attendance  is  caused  thru  lack  of  shoes  and  prop-' 
ei‘  clothing.  There  liaA^e  been  some  cases  of  truancy  all  oi 
Avhich  have  been  a])pi*ehended  and  brought  into  school. 

It  is  Avell  to  note  that  the  functions  of  a  Supervisor 
of  Attendance  are  much  different  than  those  of  the  old  time 
Truant  Officer.  The  Supervisor  of  Attendance  has  charge 
of  the  School  Census  thus  he  has  information  as  to  Avhat 
l)upils  are  eligible  for  school.  He  is  in  close  contact  Avith 
the  School  Nurse,  the  School  Physicians  and  the  Welfare 
Departmeiit  so  as  to  be  in  ])ossession  of  kiioAvledge  AAdiich 
enables  him  to  judge  Avhether  health  or  privation  are  fac¬ 
tors  Avhich  must  be  considered.  He  should  issue  Avork  cer¬ 
tificates  and  thereby  be  informed  concerning  the  people 
aaJio  are  b}"  nature  of  employment  excused  from  school  at¬ 
tendance.  In  fact  his  Avork  is  to  supervise  school  attend- 


a  lice  and  to  take  siudi  steps  as  are 


necessary 


in  order  that 


every  child  may  have  tliose  school  op])ortunit ies  which  the 
iniblic  requires  and  jirovides.  It  is  an  iinjiortant  voik  and 
ir  reiiuires  energy,  tact  and  care. 


HEALTH 


Miss  Adelyn  d.  Peabody,  K.  X.,  School  Nurse  .reports : 

For  the  first  time  the  Harwich  Visiting  Nurse  Asso¬ 
ciation  has  an  office  in  the  old  High  School  Building  which 
lias  proved  invaluable — the  School  Secretary  takes  any  mes¬ 
sage  during  school  hours  and  her  help  has  been  greatl\  ap- 
iireciated  by  the  Association. 

The  dental  clinic  held  by  Dr.  AV.  K.  Turner  of  Marion 
has  accomjilished  a  great  deal,  special  attention  being  given 
to  first  teeth.  A  iiermanent  record  has  been  kept  of  all 
work  done. 

In  August,  do  children  were  given  the  Toxin  Anti¬ 
toxin  for  I)i])htheria  by  Dr.  Doff.  20  children  were  vaccin¬ 
ated  at  the  same  time  by  Dr.  Nickerson  and  Dr.  Bowley. 
Vaccination  is  a  State  requirement  for  children  entering 
school  and  jiarents  should  see  that  this  is  done.  Immunjz^i.- 
lion  from  Dijilitheria  is  not  compulsory  but  any  (diild  six 
months  and  over  should  have  it. 


One  ])re-school  child  was  admitted  to  North  Reading 
Sanatorium  for  Tuberculosis  —  one  nineteen  year  old  girl 
admitted  to  Pocasset  for  treatment  —  two  other  children 
were  examined  at  the  Wrentham  School,  another  child  is 
taken  to  the  doctor’s  office  weekly  for  treatment. 

Five  i)airs  of  glasses  have  been  supplied  to  children 
—  several  pairs  of  shoes  also,  so  the  pupil  may  stay  in 
school. 


Alany  home  visits  have  been  made  on  (diildren  who 
are  absent  from  school  the  beginning  of  the  third  day  if 
I'eason  is  not  known. 
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lliis  year  tlie  Chadwick  Clinic  was  held  in  Grades  9, 
10,  11,  12.  80  children  taking  the  Mantoux  Test  and  all 

j)ositive  were  X-rayed  later.  95%  of  the  teachers  had  chest 
jdates  taken  at  the  same  time.  This  Clinic  will  not  be  held 
again  for  three  3^ears. 


Dr.  Nickerson  and  Dr.  Kowley  completed  the  phj^si- 
cal  examinations  in  the  schools  and  they  felt  the  children 
were  in  veiy  good  condition.  Pupils  who  have  had  com-i 
mon  colds  and  impetigo  have  been  excluded  from  school. 


Free  milk  has  been  distributed  again  this  year  by  the 
Harwich  Visiting  Nurse  Association. 

1  he  School  Phj^sicians,  Dr.  Jolin  P.  Nickerson  and 
Dr.  11.  F.  liowle}"  report :  As  School  Physicians  we  are 


])leased  to  submit  a  fa^mrable  report  on  the  general  health 
of  the  school  children.  The  incidence  of  epidemic  illness 
lias  been  ver}^  low.  The  total  number  of  school  da^^'S  lost 
from  contagious  disease  during  the  past  year  has  been  al¬ 
most  negligible. 


AVe  have  noted  with  satisfaction  that  the  parents  are 
obviously  trying  to  correct  the  physical  defects  noted  in  the 
})h3^sical  examination.  For  example,  the  condition  of  the 
children’s  teeth  is  much  better  than  the  condition  found  a 
few  A^ears  ago. 


A  serious  attempt  is  being  made  to  improve  cases  of 
malnutrition.  The  lunches  which  are  i3rovided  so  inexpen¬ 
sive!}^  at  the  school  are  of  considerable  help  with  this  prob¬ 
lem.  Thanks  is  also  due  to  various  charitable  organizations 
who  have  made  it  possible  for  under  privileged  cases  to  re¬ 
ceive  milk  at  the  school. 

We  feel  that  our  one  greatest  problem  so  far  as  the 
children’s  liealth  is  concerned  is  the  problem  of  the  com¬ 
mon  cold.  This  malady,  considered  so  lightly  by  many  ])ar- 
cnts,  causes  children  to  lose  more  school  da}^s  than  any  other 
cause.  Also,  children  vdio  attend  school  while  sufferiiur 
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froiti  colds  do  u  })0()r  grade  of  work  and  their  school  al- 
teiidaiice  is  more  of  a  detriment  than  help.  ^  theiefoie, 
as  school  physicians  think  that  all  parents  of  children  suf¬ 
fering  from  colds  should  haA'e  them  remain  at  home.  AV  e 
take  this  attitude  knoAving  full  well  that  it  may  spoil  some 
]/erfect  attendance  records.  IIoAvever,  Ave  feel  that  the 
good  results  for  the  child  himself  and  his  felloAA^  pupils  aauII 
justify  this  procedure.  In  cases  of  acute  colds  AA'here  the 
])arents  liaA’e  not  A'oluntarily  kept  the  child  from  school,  aa'c 
plan  to  haA^e  the  nurse  take  such  a  child  home,  on  the 
grounds  that  he  is  a  contagious  hazard  to  the  othei  pupils. 


In  the  aboA'e  report  aa’c  liaA'e  attempted  to  outline 
some  of  the  activities  of  the  year  1938. 

The  school  organization  is  composed  of  some  four 
liundred  ninety-five  pupils,  tAventy-four  supervisors  and 
teachers,  a  school  nurse,  Iaa’o  school  jAhysicians,  a  supervisor 
of  attendance,  four  janitors,  tAA’O  bus  driA’ers,  a  secretary 
and  a  supeidntendent  under  the  direction  of  a  school  com¬ 
mittee  of  three.  Most  of  us  devote  our  entire  time  to  liar- 
AAuch  Schools  tho  a  fcAV  are  employed  part-time,  and  some 
haA^e  AA’ork  in  other  tOAvns. 


I  have  not  attempted  to  enumerate  the  number  of 
]uirents  and  other  citizens  AAdiose  interest  and  efforts  con- 
Iribute  so  vitally  to  the  AAUArk  of  the  schools. 

The  record  of  a  yenv  is  dependent  upon  the  coopera¬ 
tion,  understanding  and  confidence  of  all  tlie  above.  It  is 
a  very  human  organization  engaged  in  an  effort  to  promote 
human  interests  and  human  value.  Let  me  recognize  my 
oAvn  debt  to  all  the  above  and  ex])ress  my  appreciation  of 
the  coo])eration  of  those  concerned.
